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The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Northern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  will  recommend  that  the  Conven¬ 
tion  meet  only  every  other  year.

A  telegram  from  Dr.  W.  C.  James  of  Birming¬ 
ham,  secretary  of  the  Convention  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  says,  “Receipts  for 
the  year  $646,670.00;  expenditures,  $664,620.00. 
Number  of  school  aided,  twelve;  number  of 
schools  in  the  Convention,  119;  enrollment  40,- 
000;  number  in  faculties,  1,636.  Renewed  vigor 
all  along  the  line  in  way  of  survey,  publicity, 
teacher  bureaus  and  ministerial  supply. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  reports  for  the  year 
just  closed,  “Receipts,  $1,147,000.00,  a  gain  of 
$286,000  over  last  year.  Expended  for  denomi¬ 
national  work,  including  our  own  field  work,  co¬ 
operative  work  with  states,  tracts  and  so  forth, 
$189,000.  We  have  20,420  Sunday  schools,  with 
an  enrollment  of  1.966,610.  There  are  6,786  senior 
unions,  2,188  Junior  unions.  New  statistical  de¬ 
partment  reports  27,444  churches,  173,696  bap¬ 
tisms.  membership.  3,199.006;  contributions  to  all 
purposes,  $34,881,032. 

The  contributions  of  Southern  Baptists  in  1920 
were  $34,881,032.  That  is  nearly  double  the 
amount  given  in  1919  and  more  than  double  the 
amount  raised  in  1918.  Do  you  know  of  any  other 
business  which  makes  so  good  a  showing  as  the 
lord's  business?  Praise  God  from  whom  all 
blessings  flow.

,d  1  nv**  Mft,  ■"<*  may  have  it  abundantly.”  I 

Be  sure  to  read  the  text  aright,  “May  have  it 
“  *hundantly, '  not  “more  abundantly.”  It  b  not  a 
comparative  statement  but  absolute.  He  is  not 
to  comparing  the  amount  of  life  one  day  with  what 
we  had  previously.  It  is  not  a  development  and 
,f  enlargement.  It  is  not  a  comparison  of  what  one 
ha*  with  what  another  has.  It  is  simply  .n  abso- 
p  lute  statement  of  the  limitless  life  which  God  pur- 
poses  for  his  peaple  through  Christ  Jesus. 

Consciously  or  unconsciously  we  are  constantly 
putting  restrictions  on  the  life  which  is  Ours  in 
e  Christ.  There  is  no  limit  to  what  God  is  willing 
r  to  do  for  us,  in  us  and  through  us.  It  is  His 

'•  will  to  live  in  us  and  do  His  work  through  us.  It 

is  His  life  we  are  called  to  live.  Eternal  life  is 
-  more  than  everlasting  life.  It  i.  the  divine  life. 
r  Its  quality  is  new  and  its  quantity  is  boundless. 

•  Paul  says,  "It  is  no  longer  I  that  live,  but  Christ 

liveth  in  me.”  What  is  it  not  possible  for  Him  to 
r  accomplish  ? 

r  Ther*  *re  several  things  we  must  closely  ob¬ 
serve  and  do  if  we  are  to  let  this  life  of  CJod  ex¬ 
press  itself  abundantly  in  us. 

1.  We  must  let  Him  have  his  way  with  us. 
That  is  we  must  yield  ourselves  to  Him  for  Him 
to  use  our  bodies  and  minds  to  do  His  Work. 
There  must  be  complete  surrender  to  the  werking 
of  God's  spirit  in  us  and  through  us. 

-■  There  must  be  faith  that  actively  and  ac¬ 
tually  grips  God  like  the  hand  grips  the  rope 
which  hauls  us  up.  When  he  said,  “Receive  ft  the 
Holy  Spirit  he  used  a  word  which  indicates  an 
active  laying  hold  of  God  and  not  a  passive  recep¬ 
tion  of  something  which  He  puts  into  our  open 
palm.  Faith  is  laying  hold  on  God  and  gnttmg 
a  good  grip  on  His  word. 

3.  For  the  abundant  life  there  must  be  a  wide 
vision  which  takes  in  the  whole  compass  of  God's  ' 
purpose  for  the  world  and  the  complete  circle  of 
His  activities  in  every  place  and  every  form  of  '

No  church  will  pro-per 
greatly  and  for  a  long  time  that  does  not  know 
more  about  the  widening  purpem,  .„d  worti  of 
God  in  the  world.  If  wc  are  to  have  lif,  .bun 
dantly,  we  must  extend  our  vision  beyond  our 
own  locality,  the  best  means  for  having  .bund 
snt  life  is  to  extend  the  circle  of  our  knowledge. 
This  cannot  be  successfully  done  without  the 
reading  of  the  denominational  paper.

Ceylon  and  China  together. 

An  exchange  tell*  of  t  prominent  BapUst  m 
»ne  of  our  great  institutions  who.  when  .aked  „ 
Uke  a  place  on  a  program  of  an  inspirational 
meeting,  wrote  to  ask  -what  the  compensation 
would  be;  and,  because  the  compensation  waa  not 
promised,  failed  to  participate.  Now  we  believe 
that  the  laborer  la  worthy  of  his  hire  and  we  hav, 
no  sympathy  with  the  niggardliness  of  a  church 
which  is  willing  to  get  the  benefit  of  .  man's 
aervice  at  his  own  expense.  But  we  have  ao  re¬ 
spect  for  the  disposition  of  a  preacher  or  other 
<  hnstian  worker  who  is  unwilling  to  do  any 
service  without  asking.  “What  are  you  going  to  ' 
mve  me?”  The  good  Lord  deliver  us  from  such 
■  spirit  and  such  men.  We  have  occasionally, 
very  rarely,  run  across  such  a  one.

Cfcn  you  remember  the  long  ago  when  gasoline 
sold  for  6  cents  a  gallon,  in  1893.  In  1896  there 
weri  only  four  automobiles  in  the  United  States. 

We  are  still  affected  by  the  strike  to  the  extent 
that  we  are  able  this  week  to  get  out  only  half  of 
the  usual  number  of  pages.  While  reducing  the 
quantity  temporarily,  we  will  try  to  keep  up  the 
quality  of  matter  sent  out,  and  hope  to  get  back 
to  “normalcy"  soon. 

The  Federal  Reserve  Board  report  for  April 
says;  “Among  the  factors  that  are  retarding  re¬ 
adjustment  are  retail  prices,  high  transportation 
charges,  wages  and  the  relatively  high  prices  of 
such  highly  important  requisites  of  production 
as  coal  and  steel.  The  most  important  immediate 
point  at  which  the  readjustment  process  appears 
to  b^  sticking  is  the  retail  price  situation."

Black,*’  is  a  revelation  and  a  nightmare;  a  revela¬ 
tion  of  a  soul  surcharged  with  the  love  of  Christ, 
and  a  nightmare  in  that  It  uncovers  a  situation  in 
our  world  as  black  as  midnight,  a  place  where 
darkness  has  covered  the  land  and  gross  darkness 
the  poople. 

Nov*  if  somebody  can  and  will  write  a  book  on 
"Thinking  White” — there  is  room  for  it,  and  need. 
This  is  to  make  a  suggestion,  not  to  write  a  book. 
There  is  no  doubt  the  purpose  of  the  gospel  is  to 
start  men  to  thinking  white  and  keep  them  at  it 
David  was  not  simply  using  a  perfervid  figure  of 
speech  when  he  said,  “Purify  me  with  hyssop,  and 
I  shall  be  clean;  Wash  me  and  I  shall  be  whiter 
than  sgow.”  For  his  heart  was  only  pleading  the 
promise  of  God,  "Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet, 
they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow;  though  they  be 
red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool.*’ 

Paul  put  before  us  the  same  idea  and  our  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  maintaining  it  when  he  said, 
"Whatsoever  things  ate  pure,  think  on  these 
things.*’  It  will  will  be  possible  for  the  reader 
to  recall  amid  the  many  awful  things  with  which 
the  papers  were  filled  during  the  recent  war,  the 
accounts  of  two  unparalleled  explosions,  one  at 
Hoboken,  N.  J„  and  the  other  at  Halifax.  The 
loss  by  the  first  in  window  glass  alone  in  New 
York  and  Brooklyn  was  said  to  be  a  million  dol¬ 
lars.  The  one  in  Halifax  was  so  fearful  that  it 
startle!  two  continent!.  The  cause  In  the  first 
case  is  said  to  have  been  one  eight-thousaandeth 
part  impurity.  The  second  was  caused  by  just 
half  so  much  if  impurity  In  the  composition  of 
the  T.  N.  T.,  the  explosive  which  turned  the  tide 
of  battle  in  Austria  and  in  France. 

If  so  small,  apparently  insignificant  a  fraction 
of  imparity  in  T-  N.  T.  can  cauaa  such  fearful  de¬ 
struction,  how  can  we  estimate  the  damage  done 
the  world  by  having  the  gospel  adulterated  by 
error,  4 r  corrupted  by  the  practices  of  those  who 
represent  it  If  the  gospel  is  the  dynamite  of  God 
unto  salvstion  of  a  sin  cursed  world,  We  must  see 
to  it  thpt  it  and  those  who  are  R*  advocates  shall 
not  imperil  the  world  by  letting  sin  into  the 
thoughts.  If  we  are  to  save  not  civilisation  only 
but  the  whole  world  with  it,  let  us  be  sure  we  are 
thinking  white.

abundantly  He  laid  down  a  cardinal  principle 
that  all  Christian  life  should  be  marked  by 

y  ‘7’rt\  U,e  ‘nd  ^rowth  **  synonymous 
terms  where  development  ceases,  death  begins. 
It  is  also  a  thought  worthy  of  consideration  that 
there  is  in  human  history  p  continuity  of  Divine 
revelation  and  leadership.  That  God  through  the 
Holy  Spirit  leads  His  people  into  new  and  larger 
field,  of  service.  Sometime,  the  way  m.y  lead 
through  the  'valley  of  weeping,"  but  they  shall 
go,  even  as  the  Psalmist  said  “from  strength  to 
strength.”  There  are  many  periods  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  our  Woman'sc  Missionary  Union  that  are 
marked  by  distinct  progress.  These  periods  of 
achievement  stand  out  as  clearly  against  the  past 
«s  mountain  peaks  stand  out  against  the  evening 
»ky.  If  I  were  asked  to  describe  in  few  word, 
the  growth  and  progreas  of  the  more  than  four 
decades  of  our  State  organisation,  I  would  char¬ 
acterise  it,  first  “by  faith,"  second,  “by  faith,” 
and  on  through  the  other  periods — and  then  as  a 
prophecy  of  the  determined  effort  for  the  future 
1  would  reaffirm,  “by  faith."  The  history  of  all 
real  progress  is  the  history  of  God’s  challenge 
and  man's  response.  Just  as  our  great  national 
danger  demanded  a  new  standard  of  patriotism 
and  service  from  every  citizen,  so  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  the  world,  and  the  missionary  task  de¬ 
mands  from  every  Christian  a  change  in  the  ex¬ 
isting  standards  of  missionary  zeal  and  service, 
and  the  elevation  of  our  spiritual  ideals.  The  re- 
ports  which  will  be  presented  for  your  considera¬ 
tion  may  not  total  the  sum  of  the  gifts  of  last 
year,  nor  repreent  the  real  financial  strength  of 
our  societies,  yet  with  all  the  stress  and  strain, 
the  financial  and  industrial  readjustments  which 
have  made  themselves  felt  in  our  State  our 
union’s  response  to  the  denomination’s  kingdom 
programme  has  been  glad,  exultant,  adventurous 
and  hopeful.  Glad,  in  that  through  these  diffi¬ 
culties  we  have  recognized  God's  leadership  and 
responded  to  the  opportunities  tdt  service  with 
the  joyful  willingness  of  trustful  children;  exul¬ 
tant,  In  that  as  a  direct  result  of  our  wonderful 
campaign  a  world  vision  and  world  passion  have 
stirred  in  a  wonderful  way  many  hearts  with  a 
desire  to  make  their  lives  tell  largely  in  the  ful¬ 
filling  of  Christ’s  redemptive  plan;  adventurous 
in  that  “by  faith",  prayer  and  ofttimes  aaerifi- 
ficlal  giving  we  have  been  a  great  factor  in  the 
ideals  and  policies  of  one  of  the  world’s  greatest 
Christian  crusades;  and  hopeful  in  that  we  are 
co-workers  with  Him  who  is  our  strength,  and 
with  the  assurance  if  His  promise,  “Lo,  I  am  with 
you  to  the  end.” 

i  If  these  things  “make  us  to  will  and  to  do,"  if 
“the  legacies  of  the  past  have  made  the  present 
rich  and  strong  for  us,”  then  surely  we  are  well 
equipped  for  continued  progress,  for  one  of  our 
inheritances  is  the  sure  foundation  of  our  organ¬ 
ization  laid  by  hearts  loyal  and  true  who  “by 
faith  being  Divinely  instructed  concerning  things 
not  yet  seen,  became  heirs  of  the  righteousness 
which  is  according  to  faith  having  also  obtained 
the  promise."  Many  of  these,  “whom  we  loved 
long  since  and  lost  awhile"  have  “joined  those 
immortal  dead,"  but  of  a  truth  they  do  “live  again 
in  minds  made  better  by  their  presence,  live  in 
pulses  stirred  to  generosity,  in  deeds  of  daring 
rectitude,  in  scorn  of  miserable  aims  that  ends 
with  self,  in  thoughts  sublime  that  pierce  the 
night  like  stars  and  with  their  mild  persistence 
urge  men’s  minds  to  vaster  issues."

-  A  very  significant  warning  is  noted  by  Dr.  Mott, 
when  he  observe,  that  an  alarming  weakness 

t  among  Christians  is  that  we  are  producing 
Christian  activities  faster  than  we  are  produeng 
i  Christian  experience  and  Christian  faith,  that  the 
strengthening  of  our  faith  and  the  deepening  of 
;  our  acquaintance  with  God  are  not  proving  suffi¬ 
ciently  thorough  to  enable  us  to  meet  the  unpre- 
1  redented  expansion  of  opportunities  and  respon- 
'  MWMttai'of  our  generation.  Today  great  em¬ 
phasis— and  rightly  so— is  being  plan-d  upon  the 
development  of  our  State’s  natural  resources  and 
unused  powers.  In  the  mad  rush  for  gain  we 
forget  that  even  in  material  development  it  is 
God  who  giveth  that  power.  “The  real  forces  of 
life  are  not  found  in  material  things.*  says  Dr. 
Babson,  “but  are  unseen  and  spiritual,  that  the 
greatest  development  in  years  to  come  will  be 
along  spirt ua!  lines.  The  wonderful  power  of 
:  lectricity  is  nothing  compared  with  the  latent 
spiritual  forces  which  are  today  unused.  These 
are  the  things  which  Jesus  had  in  mind  when  He 
talked  to  the  people  two  thousand  years  ago  about 
the  power  of  faith.”  My  heart’s  desire  is  that 
in  this  meeting,  there  shall  be  rekindled  such  fires 
of  enthusiasm,  there  shall  come  such  cl.arness  of 
vision,  that  we  shall  go  forth  to  our  unfinished 
task  to  test  and  practice  this  great  truth,  that 
we  strive  to  learn  the  unlearned  lesson,  that  the 
greatest  of  all  undeveloped  resources  is  faith,  the 
greatest  of  all  unusued  power  ia  prayer,  the  two 
go  together  and  they  are  all  powerful. 

Closely  linked  with  these  regnant  forces,  I  urge 
you  to  consider  as  a  second  necessary  element, 
perreverance.  Whatever  may  have  $een  our 
achievements  in  our  various  efforts.  We  cannot 
close  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  our  hope  for  con¬ 
tinued  attainment  will  be  guaged  by  our  spirit  of 
perseverance.  The  enthusiasm  and  ebergy  of 
the  initial  months  of  the  campaign  will  be  lost, 
the  ultimate  fruits  of  victory  will  become  “deed 
sea-fruit,”  if  having  begun  a  good  woiic,  we  do 
not  persevere  untp  the  end.  “Ye  did  run  well, 
what  did  hinder,”  should  not  be  asked  the  Baptiste 
women  of  Mississippi,  rather  this  one  thing  I  do 
should  be  the  challenge  of  individuals,  churches, 
societies  and  auxiliaries.  Not  that  it  will  be 
easy  to  succeed.  True  success  like  character  must 
“grow,”  first  the  blade,  then  the  ear,  then  the  full 
corn  in  the  ear.”  Trials,  difficulties,  jand  the 
school  of  severe  discipline  may  be  neespsary  to 
teach  some  of  us  the  true  value  of  tips  greet 
virtue.  At  times  that  which  seems  to  be  the 
brilliant  flashes  of  genius  and  attainment  are 
more  often  determination  and  steadfastness  of 
purpose.  “Steadfast,  unmovable  always  abound¬ 
ing”  is  an  ideal  worthy  of  our  consideration.  The 
one  impelling  desire  of  the  great  apostle’s  life  was 
that  he  might  .ay,  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I 
have  finished  the  course,  and  by  his  life  *f  sacri- 
fical  endurance  and  heroic  perseverance  he  l<fi 
filled  the  world  with  the  wonder  and  pbwer  of 
his  life.

The  effort  to  improve  business  by  in¬ 
sisting  on  people  buying  for  the  good  of  th-j 
cause  wont  work  and  ought  not  to  work  until 
the  i)etail  price  comes  down.

THINKING  WHITE. 


The  reading  of  Dan  Crawford's  book,  ‘‘Thinking 
Black,”  is  a  revelation  and  a  nightmare;  a  revela¬ 
tion  Of  a  soul  surcharged  with  the  love  of  Christ, 
and  a  nightmare  in  that  it  uncovers  a  situation  in 
our  tvorld  as  black  as  midnight,  a  place  where 
darkness  has  covered  the  land  and  gross  darkness 
the  people. 

Now  if  somebody  can  and  will  writa  a  book  on 
“Thinking  White”— there  is  room  for  it,  and  need. 
This  |s  to  make  a  suggestion,  not  to  write  a  book. 
Thera  is  no  doubt  the  purpose  of  the  gospel  is  to 
start  men  to  thinking  white  and  keep  them  at  it. 
David  was  not  simply  using  a  perfervid  figure  of 
spdfch  when  he  said,  “Purify  me  with  hyssop,  and 
I  shall  be  clean:  Wash  me  and  I  shall  be  whiter 
than  »now."  For  his  heart  was  only  pleading  the 
prom  fee  of  God,  ‘‘Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet, 
they  Shall  be  as  white  as  snow;  though  they  be 
red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool.” 

Paul  put  before  us  the  same  idea  and  our  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  maintaining  it  when  he  said, 
“Whatsoever  things  are  pure,  think  on  these 
thing!”  It  will  will  be  possible  for  the  reader 
to  recall  amid  the  many  awful  things  with  which 
the  papers  were  filled  during  the  recent  war,  the 
accounts  of  two  unparalleled  explosions,  one  at 
Hoboljen,  N.  J.,  and  the  other  at  Halifax.  The 
loss  ijy  the  first  in  window  glass  alone  in  New 
York  |ind  Brooklyn  was  said  to  be  a  million  dol¬ 
lars.  The  one  in  Halifax  was  so  fearful  that  it 
startled  two  continents.  The  cause  in  the  first 
case  it  said  to  have  been  one  eight-thousaandeth 
part  Impurity.  The  second  was  caused  by  just 
half  so  much  if  impurity  in  the  composition  of 
the  T.  N.  T.,  the  explosive  which  turned  the  tide 
of  battle  in  Austria  and  in  France.

cedented  expansion  of  opportunities  sad  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  our  generation.  Today  great  em- 


propnecy  or  uie  determined  effort  for  the  future. 
I  would  reaffirm,  “by  faith.”  The  history  of  all 
real  progress  Is  the  history  of  Cod’s  challenge 
and  man’*  response.  Just  as  our  great  national
